duced the lecturer. 
Mr. Collins is a man of strong per­ 
sonality, representing that type of 
American citizen whose advancement 
h as been won through study and hard 
labor. 
He represents the combined 
tra its of the student and the trained 
athlete. 
Born in Chelsea. Mass., in j s /8, and 
educated in the parochial schools of 
th a t city, he took great interest iii 
th e m ysteries of electricity and be­ 
cam e an electrical worker. 
He rose 
rapidly in his profession, becoming in 
tu rn president of the Boston Central 
Vnion legislative 
committee, 
secre­ 
ta ry of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical W orkers and editor in 
s ief of the “Electrical W orker.” Two 
> 
rs ago Mr. Collins resigned his of­ 
ficial position, which he had held for 
te n years, and went on the platform 
a s a public lecturer. 
In this field of 
w ork he has gained an enviable repu­ 
tation as a speaker and thinker. 
His 
audiences are always composed of 
th e students and thinkers of the com­ 
m unities in which he lectures, and 
a fte r the lecture Tuesday evening a 
num ber of High school pupils came to 
him for information, which was glad­ 
ly given. 
His itinerary embraces the 
social, industrial and educational cen­ 
ters. 


I*ast week Mr. Collins lectured in 
Jefferson City and Columbia, and es­ 


pecially at. the latter place was en­ 


thusiastically received by the stu­ 


dent body of the state university. 
Mr. Rollins does not lecture in set 
speeches, but more on the extempo­ 
raneous style, answering, the while; 


all questions that may be asked by 
any one in the audience. 
A num ber 
of such questions were courteously 
and satisfactorily answered Tuesday 
night. 
His speech is very rapid, yet 
clear and distinct in every syllable. 
His style is a combination 
of 
the 
practical and the ornate, intermingled 
w ith a proportion of vigor and elo­ 
quence that is m ost attractive. 
Mr. Collins contends that there is 


no conflict between capital and hon­ 
e st labor except that which is inject­ 
ed into it by socialism; that there is 


no strife among honest Americans of 
any class or creed except that which 
comes from the same source; that 
the belief in God and the observance 
of the Ten Commandments will cure 
all the social and civic evils of today 
w ithout the application 
of 
strange 
and untried theories. 
He stated that the objects of legit­ 
im ate trades unions were of benefit 
to society in general, th at the Aus­ 
tralian ballot, the fellow-servant laws 
of the various states, the eight-hour 
law. the anti-child labor law all had 
their .origin in labor union circles of 
God-loving men. 
He spoke approvingly of President 
W ilson’s recommendation to congress 
concerning the establishm ent of a na­ 
tional employment bureau, thus get­ 
ting the man and the job together, 
and that the adoption 
of 
common­ 
sense legislation like this, coupled 
with the universal application of the 
eight-hour law and the abolition of 
child labor, would solve the “unem­ 
ployed” question. 
Mr. Collins is a deeply religious 
man and a continuous student. Amus­

German itiakc Claims of Gains. 
Berlin, By Wireless 
th 
London.— 
The wrar office today gave out the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“In the western theater 
of 
war 
field artillery duels took place near 
Nieuport. 
They resulted in evacua­ 
tion of the enemy’s trenches at Paling- 
burg, a suburb of Nieuport. 
“The enemy’s attack near the canal 
of La B asse/has been finally repelled. 
French attacks at La Boiselle and the 
Hill of Touvron were repulsed. Yes­ 
terday’s unsuccessful attack on the 
hills near Crony were followed by a 
German counter attack, which ended 
in tho complete defeat of the French 
and the clearing of the hills northeast 
of Br.ssis and north of Crony. 


Details of a Naval Battle. 
Petrograd, Jan. 13— Further details 
of the naval engagement in the Black 
sea during the first week of January 
have been received. 
The scene of 
these activities was between Sinope 
and Rizab, Turkish 
ports 
on 
the 
southern coast of the Black sea. 
The Russian ship came up with the 
Turkish cruiser Medjidie convoying a 
steamer, the Maria Rosetta, with a 
cargo of naptiia for Tredizond. They 
opened fire on the Turkish ship and 
did considerable damage. The cruiser 
escaped, but the Maria Rosetta was 
sent to the bottom. 
The night of January 6 the Russian 
fleet came up with the cruisers Bres­ 
lau and Hamidieh. 
A spirited ex­ 
change of shots followed and finally 
the Turkish cruiser disappeared in 
the darkness. 
In Sourmene and in 
Raziha, thirty-five miles east of Tre* 
bizond, the Russian warship destroyed 
fifty-one Turkish boats. 
The bom­ 
bardment of the Port of Hopa, which

Tehoruk region, caused a number of 
fires along the coast.
